HIOHEST UM 
PAID CARDINAL 



Gibbons Eulogized By Leaders Of 
Nation — Taft Ioom.«!> A«id 
Sktnnu AaMf Sfatkan. 



Baltimore. June 6. -James 
Cardinal Gibbons missed his af- 
ternoon walk today. For the 

first time in years, ono of the 
very few in the twtnty-rive 
years that he has been the only 
prince of tln> ratholic Chiiivh in 
the United States, he missed 
that afternoon stroll over the 
streets of RaltiiiDiv where he 
listened to banker and l>eR>rar 
and took to heart the troubles of 
"his people." 

Instead of tlit^ walk that had 
become a feature of that part of 
the city in wliich he lived, the 
Cardinal sat this afternoon on 
the temporary sta;re in the Fifth 
Refrinient Armory and listened 
to the jrreat men of the nation 
speak in eulojry of his life. Pres- 
ident Taft, Vice President Sher- 
man. Chief Justice White, form- 
er President Roosevelt, Ambas- 
sador Price, of Great Britain. 
Speaker Clark, Senator Root, of 
New Yorlc. Gov. Crothers. of 
Maryland, former Speaker Can- 
non anil Ma>or Presley, of Bal- 
timore, sat with the Cardinal 
and all except the Chief Justice 
spoke in praise of him. 

Ami^npr the six hundred .euests 
seated on the platform behind 
the President, the Cardinal ami 
the other speakers, were more 
than a score of Senators and 
members of the House of Rei)re- 
•entatives. 

Probably a more distinguished 
gathering was never held in this 
country outside of Washingrton. 
and the wheels of government 
came pretty near to a stop while 
those who sit in ciiarge over 
them paid honor to the Cardinal. 
The armory holds 15.000 peoi)le, 
its builders say. and it was 
crowded to the doors. 

The Cardinal sat in a red plush 
chair in the center of the stapre. 
To his ri^'ht was pi-esident Taft. 
tkl-n came former President 
Roosevelt and Chief Justice 
White and on the Cardinal's left 
were Gov. Crothers. of Mary- 
land, Ambassador Bryce, Speak- 
•r Clark and Representative 
Cannon. The ovation which 
irreeted the Cardinal as he climb- 
ed the stairs with President Taft 
was remarkable. 

Tl.e Cardinal wore the red 
robe, the skull-cap of retl and 
the deep Rreen ring of office. 
Through all the speeches he sat 
smiling'-, tvery chanj^ing expres- 
sion of his kindly face and his 
bright e\es ' attesting to the 
plea> .re that this tribute afford- 
ed him. 

He sniilid like a hoy when 
Presi.irr.l Taft introduced him 
to Mr. lioosevelt: he laujrhed 
with glee when ^.the Chief Jus- 
tice shook his hanc^. and the 
^'hdst of !i ^'■rin i , )•, d over 
his face when Speaker Clark, 
mixing for a moment politics 
with religion, said that he had 
b:'en a L'lt. nt ferie fur good 
"among l.»oth Catholics and Re- 
publicans."

GOOD 

Activity for rsad makinsr all 

over the country, for which great 
sums were expended last year, 
is summed up in a condensation 
of State highway reports given 
in Good Roads. Some States 
have the work done by separate 
county eommissionen, such as 
Alabama, Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Louisana and a few others, but 
almost all the others do organ- 
ized building through State 
missions. 

New York spent about fStOOO. 
000 and plans to spend nearer 
9,000,000 in the coming year 
New Jerrey built at a cost of 
more than $825,000 with con- 
tracts of about 670,000 not yet 
completed. Repairs and main- 
tenances amounted to more than 
1,400.000. Pennsylvania spent 
considerable more than 1,000.000 
on roads, with contracts of $700. 
000 not completed. Ohio has 
construction and rejiair bills of 
nearly f,")(K),(iUO with work ag- 
gregating #020.000 still to be 
finished. 

Alaska sp?nt;$ 21)000 Arizsna 
approprated 200,000 for road 
work, and California, besides 
completing three out of seven 
State roades, voted $ IS, 000, 000 
for a State highway system. 
Cokwado spent 1,'986,000. Con- 
necticut expended more than $1, 
81)0,000 and has estimates for 1, 
500, OOa more. 

Delaware's road making and 
upkeep came to #304,000 in the 
year. The District of Columbia 
spitnt just short of $100,000. 
Geor^-ia spent nearly $.'1000.000 
on roaiis. Kansas put out more 
than $000,000 and Maine more 
than $420,000. Maryland, s ex- 
penditures were $1,477,000. 
Massachusetts spent $050,000. 
Minnesoto's road bill was about 
i'SO.OOO. Missouri showed about 
$100,000, New Hampshire gave 
out nearly $800,000. North Car- 
oltna counties put out more than 
$000,000 too. Rhode Island put 
out about 1400,000. 

Texas, which is a mighty big 
State, deals in big figures in its 
road work. Probably more than 
$7,000,000 were spent there last 
year, with estimates for about 
$25,000,000 in 1911. Utah ex- 
pended about $125,000. Ver- 
mont gave $260,000 and Virgin- 
ia more than .$850,000. West 
\'!rginia's disbursements were 
more than $1,160,000. Wiscon- 
sin's total was'nt far finom.$2, 
000,000. 

There are many other States 
besides these from which no co- 
herent figures were obtainable. 
However, of those which were, 
it showed ihut more than $43, 
000,000 were paid out by these 
States mentioned above. 




Learn a4eiion from New Zea- 
land. The government of New 
Zealand has loaned $70,000,000 
in small sums to its citizens, and 

in sixteen years has lost only 
$250. The interest on these loans 
has gone into the public or peoples 
tniasuer. In this country the 
government has loaned the 
bankers •700,000,000 without 
interest, which the bankers have 
loaned to the people at six t o 
twelve percent. The public 
treasury has recieved nothing. 
The banks have recieved hun- 
dreds of millions. 

And some people think that 
governments connnot make loans 
that only private enterprise is 
safe and sane. What asses the 
people of New Zealand must be 
to permit their government to do 
any thing for them. 

If tobacco growers in the U. S. 
could get loans from the gov- 
ernment, with tobacco as a coll- 
ateral valued at cost of product- 
ion, growers would then be 
emandpated from the chains of 
trust slavery.

THE COST OF ADMINISTRATION 

The cost of the Association is 
managed like that of any other 
up to date concern, doinj? a bus- 
iness of more than a million dol- 
lars annually. It is well organ- 
ised, and employs modern bus- 
iness methods in all its depart- 
ments. The object if its bus- 
iness management is to get for 
the irrower, the highest iiossible 
price for his tobacco, at the least 
possible expence to him. 

No one can deny the success of 
this orpranization. No one can 
deny its efficiency. These things 
are too apparent to every one. 
Many silly stories have been told 
however, about the expence of 
of running it. Here are the 
facts. 

Like any other business of 
large magnitude, the Association 
must have vat its head men of 
larjre business capacity. The ser- 
vices of such men can not be had 
for a small salary. We are be- 
ing frank'with you. It takes some 
money to run the business prop- 
erly, but on the iarge amount of 
tobacco handled, the expense, to 
each grower is very ineonsider 
able indeed. 

It has been costing 2 percent 
to run the business. That means 
expense of every kind, if agrow- 
delivers $100.00 worth of tobac- 
co his part of the expense would 
be *2., or from 14 cents to 15 
ceiits per hundred lbs. 

Now let us take, for example, 
fhe \m crop, it WM Mid for 17. 
per hi. ndrefl average. If » grow- 
er delivered one thodiand lbs., 
average tobacco he would receive 
«68;60 and 11.40 »em%ined for

We have another example of 
of cheaper administration. An 
as.~oc-iation in another district, 
has Iteen reportinpr an expense 
account slightly under thatof the 
Stemming District. That organ- 
ization, however, has for some 
years received something like 
one dollar per hundred less than 
that received by the Stemming 
Dislrict. A net loss to the grow- 
ers of several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

It is true that we might save 
a few thousand dollars by getting 
cheaper men, but we would, in 
all probability, lose several hun- 
dred thousand })y having the 
business manage improperly.. 

That is the way the members 
of this Association look at the 
matter. They don't care a rap 
fo( all the talk about high sal- 
aries, so long as their tobacco 
brings them enough above others 
to pay the salaries and have a 
a niee dividend besides.

The preamble to the 
Constitution o f t h e U. S. 
says "we the people of the U. 
S. do ordain and Mtftbliih this 
constitution. " 
Are women people? 
The fifteenth amendment to 
the constitution declares "That 
the right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged on account 
of race, color and so-fofth. 
Who are citizens? 
We answer In the words of the 
constitution, "All persons born 
or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, are dtiiens of 
the United States. 

Surely argument is not needed 
to show that the tiniest infant 
or the oldest woman are people 

and also citizens. 

Let us see what is meant by 
suffrage. Suffrage is the 
right of a person to jirotect him- 
self, his property and his pos- 
terity by voting for the meas- 
ures he thinks best, yet this 
right is denied women. Also 
suffrage is a single duty im- 
posed by the entire mass of citi- 
zens upon some one of their 
number because they are sup- 
pu.sed to be especially qualified 
for it. 

To confer the right ot sulFei-- 
age upon a man, merely because 
he is twenty-one vears of age, 
is absurd as it would lie to give 
it to him because he weighed a 
certain number of pounds or 
measured a certain number of 
inches in height. 

The privelege of voting is a 
duty and a sacred trust 

Are the men of today realising 
that? 

When men will exact compen- 
sation from their own party can- 
didate before voting when large 
bodies of men are debauched by 
bribes or intimidated by threats 
of great corporations, when 
bribery is extended to our munic- 
ipal. Slate and even national 
legislators, then indeed all patri- 
otic citizens have reason to be 
alarmed about the future and 
demand means for betterment. 
The United States has justly 
been considered the birth place 
of the movement of woman's 
rights. During the years of the 
struggle of the Revolution, the 
women by proving themselves 
the equals of men as far as ca- 
pacity for intelligent action and 
endurance under suffering were 
concerned won for themselves a 
position of which they have been 
able to reap full advantages; for 
ever since then the history of 
the woman question has been 
one of steady progress. 

"Laws would never be improv- 
ed, if there were not numerous 
persons whose m<»«l senti- 
ments were better than existing 
laws." 

This has been emphasized b> 
the Woman's Federation of Clubs 
in America, En,c::land and Ger- 
many, with marvelous results. 

Wmnan suffrage is no' longer 
a subject for ridicule. It is a 
power; it will become a priv- 
lege, and must become a duty. — 
As woman's influence is needed 
in all places of life. 

•"Tis probably truthfully stat- 
ed that the great corruption and 
crime in politics today are due 
to the lack of woman's influ- 
ence. " 

Our local option laws, child 
labor laws, health boards, pub- 
lic parks, city play grrounds, 
white plague crusades, and 
others too numerous to mention 
have all reacbcH their import- 
ance througn lue work of women. 
This work could have been much 
sooner accomplished, if they had 
had the right of suffrage; then 
it would not have been necessa- 



ry to consult the chronic grum- 
bler at to tlM needs of the public 
which hit party would never 
give. 

True, a woman's household 

duties are manifold, but chiefly 
on the account of the negligence 
of men. Also, women do not 
object to home being their 
sphere; they glory in it! 

Is there h man so wolfish, so 
low. P3 brutal, that* they would 
der.y i .; . r mother or th Ji* s.'.^ter 
hilf an li' ir or even a half tl-^y ' 
in which 10 go to the polls andj 
cast her vote for msasurii sha 
k nows are right. 

A man never would question 
the rfght of letting the negro 
man on his place have half an 
hour or even a whole day in 
which to vote (if he voted with 
his par^) yet he knows this 
negro can neither read the bal- 
lot or make his mark on it with- 
out guidance. 

Would auch a man consider 
the woman he thought wisest 
and best uncapable of voting? 
Could he say his daughter, who 
had received training at his 
hand, inferior? 

The time is short in which the 
polls will be a place where men 
crowd, yet they say are unfit 
for women. 

When women are expected at 
the polls order and decency will 
be adopted the same as elsewhere 
where women go. 

There is still enough of the 
gentleman in men that they will 
be gentlemanly and compel oth- 
er.s to do so when women attend 

the elections. 

Gentlemen, think:— How much 
crime, lying, drinking, stealing, 
and even shooting and killing, 
could 1)0 prevented - y even tht 
presence of a few women.
